DX & Computer Horizons 


April 2008

The biggest DX news for April is the anticipation of 
two very rare DXCC entities which should be active 
during May! The upcoming Glorioso DXpedition, 
which has an estimated start date of May 5-9, plans 
to be on the air for "some weeks." Check out their 
website at http://glorieuses2008 free. fr/index-e.htm. 
Another very rare one due up in May is Marion 
Island. For updated information about the ZS8 
plans, see http://zs8t.net/. I'll have more details 
about these FR/G and ZS8 operations in the May 
DX Horizons article. But first, there'll be lots of 
good DX on in April as well. Here’s some 
highlights. 


5R Madagascar. Franck F4DBJ hopes to be 
operate as 5R8HT from the end of March until April 
15th. QSL via F4DBJ. 

6W Senegal. Six Swedish operators will sign 6V71 
from Senegal from April 6-12. They plan to have 
two stations on the air on 160-10m SSB and CW. 


A7 Qatar. Bill, NM7H plans to be on the bands as 
A7/GOMKT from Qatar from around April 1 until 
mid-June 2008. He plans to be active several 
times a week mostly on CW on 40-6 meters, but 
occasionally on PSK and SSB. QSL via NM7H on 
his return to the states or via his Qatar address on 
QRZ.com. 
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EL Liberia. Two Swiss hams, Bruno HB9BEI and 
Chris HB9AUZ will be in Liberia on work 
assignments. Bruno will operate as EL8BK on SSB 
and digital modes, and Chris will sign EL8CB, 
mainly on CW. 


FJ St. Barthelemy. Look for Jurgen DJ2VO to sign 
FJ/DJ2VO from this new DXCC entity from April 20 
to May 7. Jurgen will be active on CW on 80-10 
meters, and maybe 160 meters. QSL via home 
call. 


FT5X Kerguelen Islands. There is a possibility that 
Gildas TU5KG will be able to operate from the rare 
Kerguelen Islands as FT5XR in late March and 
early April. Stay tuned for further announcements 
from his QSL manager F4EFI. 


If you’re away from the Packetcluster, but have 
email access through your computer, PDA, or cell 
phone, you can get custom DX spots for selected 
DXCC prefixes sent to your email address. Go the 
DX-Central web site www.dxcentral.com/ and login 
or create an account if you’re a new user. Then 
click on Email Alerts. Select the countries you want 
notice of, and request to be notified every 1,3,6, or 
24 hours. The only downside is | don't find a P5 
selection for North Korea. Of course if that very 
rare one comes on the air, we'll probably all hear 
about it anyway from many sources!

This LST (Landing Ship, Tank) is an amphibious 
vessel designed to land battle-ready tanks, troops 
and supplies directly onto enemy shores. Ships of 
this type proved to be enormously useful during 
times of war and peace both. This particular LST 
was originally known as LST-325 during the 
Second World War, USNS LST-325 during its arctic 
operations in the 1950's, and later L-144 (A/G 
Syros) while it was in the service of the Greek 
Navy. It was acquired by The USS LST Ship 
Memorial, Inc., in 2000, and caught considerable 
public attention when our veteran crew brought it 
on a 6,500-mile journey from the Greek island of 
Crete to Mobile, Alabama.
